Claims 1 - 29 are allowed. The prior art of record fail to teach supervision of an 
exterior environment of a vehicle for detecting the presence of objects susceptible to 
collide with the vehicle within a determined supervisory area covering at least one dead 
angle, comprising, among other limitations, detecting trajectories for the detection of 
possible variations in the trajectory of the vehicle, associated and in cooperation with an 
electronic system to vary the supervisory area to be covered by a capturing device as a 
function of second signals and of third signals, processed and analyzed (treated), 
obtained by a detecting trajectories/inclinations means.
